CONFERENCE PROCEEDINGS. 



FIRST DAY. 

Wednesday, December 13th, 1876. 

The Ninety -first Session of the South Carolina Annual Conference 
of the Methodist E. Church, South, convened at Chester, S. C., in 
the Court House, at 10 o’clock, A. M., Bishop H. H. Kavenaugh 
in the chair, the opening devotional exercises conducted by the 
Bishop, who briefly addressed the Conference. 

The roll was called, and ninety-eight clerical and nine lay mem- 
bers found present. 

W. C. Power was re-elected Secretary, and 0. A. Darby, A. J. 
Stafford, R. D. Smart and John O. Willson, Assistants. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of Rev. Samuel Leard, from 
the North Carolina. Conference, to this body. 

On motion, resolved, that a committee, consisting of one member 
from each District, be appointed to nominate the usual committees. 
Carried. 

The following resolution was adopted i 

Resolved , That a committee of two ministers and one layman be appointed, 
to consider and report upon the action of the Fraternal Joint Commission of 
the M. E. Church and the M. E. Church, South. 

A. M. SHIPP, 
LANDY WOOD. 

Said committee to be nominated by committee above ordered. 

The bar of the Conference fixed, and 10 A. M. and 2.30 P. M. 
selected as the hours for meeting and adjournment. 

On motion of Wm. Martin, it was 

Resolved, That the hour from 10 to 11 A. M., to-morrow, be set apart for 
prayer, asking divine favor upon our State and the whole country, in view 
of the present distracted condition of the government and people. 

On motion of A. M. Chrietzberg, the following was adopted 
seriatim : 



Whereas, it is of the greatest importance that the deficits in the usual 
Conference claims from year to year, cease ; and whereas, one cause may be 
too heavy apportionments upon the various charges, 
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Resolved , 1st. That the Conference advise all silch claims to be made 
as low as they consistently can be, and that the Joint Board of Finance 
make the apportionments on the various Districts, in the same proportion to 
the averages for salaries on said Districts. 

And whereas, it is but right that all collections and appropriations of 
monies for the Conference collection be fully known. 

Resolved , 2d. That the Conference rescind its action restricting the Board 
to the publication of the aggregate merely, and conform to the usual order 
obtaining in the Church generally — the publication of the amount paid to 
each claimant. 

3d. That, not only the aggregate collected for missions in each District be 
published, but also the amounts from each charge in said District. 

4th. That the appropriations of missionary money to each charge in the 
several Districts, as well as the salaries received on said charges, be also 
published. 

The Editor of the Minutes presented his report on the publica- 
tion thereof, which was referred to the Committee on Minutes. 

The Secretary presented an account for expenses. It was liqui- 
dated by a collection. 

The committee ordered to nominate, reporting ; the following, 
were confirmed : 

1. On Books and Periodicals — R. P. Franks, B. G. Jones and J. B. Black. 

2. On the Bible Cause — J. W. McRoy, D. J. McMillan and J. R. Shuler. 

3. On Temperance — Sam’l Leard, P. F. Kistler and J. A. Elkins. 

4. On Minutes — A. J. Cauthen, G. H. Pooser and J. R. Mood. 

5. On Public Worship — E. J. Mevnardie, T. Mitchell and W. T. D. Cousar. 

6. On Fraternity — A. M. Shipp, F. M. Kennedy and S. W. Maurice. 

The accounts due the Nashville Publishing House were presented, 
and referred to L. Wood for collection. 

A communication from Rev. R. Abbey, enclosing a petition to 
Congress respecting our Church claims, was read, considered, signed, 
and ordered to be forwarded. 

A statement of the condition of the Nashville Publishing House 
was read, and referred to committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Letter of Rev. T. O. Summers, Book Editor, was read, and 
similarly referred. 

A communication from the Missionary Secretaries, with accom- 
panying documents, was referred to the Board of Missions. 

A resolution from the Darlington Circuit Quarterly Conference, 
asking instruction with reference to the case of Rev. M. Mozingo, 
Local Elder, was read, and, on motion, laid on the table for future 
consideration. 

Rev. S. A. Weber was requested to receive amounts collected for 
Education, until the arrival of the representative of Wofford Col- 
lege. 

The Trustees of Columbia Female College presented their report, 
which, without reading, was referred to the Committee on Educa- 
tion. 

A resolution of the same Trustees, asking one-half of the appro- 
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priatiou for Education to cover the interest on indebtedness, was 
read, and laid on the table for future action. 

Question I. was called, and nine candidates (see Condensed Min- 
utes, Article III.) were admitted on trial. John G. Sessions was not 
admitted, but his Presiding Elder was authorized to employ him, if 
desirable. 

Question II. was called, and six candidates (see Condensed Min- 
utes, Article III.) were continued on trial. 

Question Y. was called, and Jas. C. Davis was re-admitted, and 
placed in the class of the fourth year. Hugh W. Whitaker was 
not re-admitted, but his Presiding Elder was authorized to employ 
him, if desirable. 

After notices given, the doxology was sung, and the Conference 
adjourned, with the benediction by the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, December 14th, 1876. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment. The services of prayer, 
regarding our distressed condition in the State and country, were 
conducted by W. Martin. 

The Bishop took the chair, the roll called, and sixteen additional 
clerical and seven lay members answered to their names, the 
Minutes of the first day read and approved. On motion, the cal- 
ling of the roll dispensed with for the remainder of the session. 

The report of the publishers of the Southern Christian Advocate 
was read, and referred. 

On motion, Friday night was set apart for an Educational Meet- 
ing, in the interest of Columbia Female College. 

A. M. Chrietzberg and T. Raysor offered the following, which, 
after discussion, was adopted : 

Resolved , 1st. That the South Carolina Annual Conference, wishing to 
have some fixed day for its assembling, earnestly request the College of 
Bishops to grant them the second Wednesday in December of each year as 
the first day of their session, in perpetuity, if possible. 

2d. That the Chairmen of the Committees of Examination be directed to 
call their classes together at nine o’clock, A. M., on the Tuesday before the 
first day of the session.

The name of John Q. Stockman was called, and a committee 
directed to investigate charges against him. 

Candidates for Deacons’ Orders and for admission into full con- 
nection, were called, and addressed by the Bishop. The regular 
questions propounded and answered. 
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Question IV. taken up and twelve candidates passed, and elected 
to Deacons’ Orders and full connection. C. D. Rowell, already 
ordained, was received into full connection. (See C. D., Art. III.) 

Question VII. called, and eight candidates (for names, see C. D., 
Art. III.) passed and advanced to the studies of the fourth year. 
A. R. Danner passed. 

On motion, Dr. J. T. Wightman was requested to furnish a copy 
of his lecture on “ Methodism in South Carolina ” to the Southern 
Christian Advocate, for publication. 

The Bishop announced as the Committee on Investigation on the 
case of John Q. Stockman, the following : C. H. Pritchard, J. C. 
Stoll, and D. J. McMillan. 

Question XII. called, and nine (see C. D., Art. III.) candidates 
were passed, and elected to Elder’s orders. 

Question X. called, and Stephen P. T. Field, a local preacher, 
elected to Deacon’s orders. 

Question XIV. was taken up, and C. V. Barnes, local preacher 
was elected to Elder’s orders. 

Notices were given, the doxology sung, and the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday, December 15, 1876. 

The Conference met at 10 A. M. Devotional exercises by M. A. 
McKibben. 

The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Three additional Clerical and two additional Lay members present. 

The Investigating Committee, on case of J. Q. Stockman, 
reported a trial necessary, and appointed D. J. McMillan to prose- 
cute. The following committee to try, appointed ; 

J. T. Kilgo, to preside ; W. W. Jones, J. M. Boyd, B. G. Jones, 
W. A. Clarke, A. J. Cauthen, M. L. Banks, John A. Mood and L. 
M. Little. A. J. Stokes elected additional Secretary, and directed 
to attend upon the trial. 

Question X. called, and James W. Murray, a local preacher, 
elected to Deacon’s orders. 

Question XX. called ; on motion it was resolved to sit with open 
doors during its consideration. The preachers of the Charleston , 
Orangeburg , Columbia , Sumter and Florence Districts, all passed in 
the examination of character. L. A. Johnson and J. F. England 
were passed and continued in the supernumerary relation ; G. F. 
Round was passed, and his transfer to North Carolina Conference 
announced. 

Question XVIII. was taken up with question XX., and differences 
between L. M. Hamer and S. Jones, as to the administration of 
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discipline, was referred to a Committee of Investigation, consisting 
of H. A. C. Walker, T. G. Herbert and J. M. Carlisle. 

Rev. J. S. White, of the Presbyterian Church, and Revs. R. W. 
Brice, and J. P. Marion, of the Associated Reformed Church, were 
introduced to the Conference 

Question XX. resumed, and the preachers of the Marion and 
Spartanburg Districts passed. 

J. R. Little, continued in the supernumerary relation. A com- 
munication from Whitefoord Smith read, and his character passed. 
The name of R. C. Oliver was called, and differences between him 
and W. Baker, local preacher, were referred to a Committee of In- 
vestigation, consisting of A. M. Shipp, F. M. Kennedy, and A. H. 
Lester. 

The Bishop called A. M. Shipp to the chair. 

Question XX. continued, and the preachers of the CoJcesbury 
District were passed. T. S. Daniels was made a superannuate. 

The Bishop resuming the chair, and the call continued, the 
preachers of the Greenville District were passed. J. A. Wood con- 
tinued in the supernumerary relation. 

On motion, it was ordered that College property, owned by the 
Conference, be reported statistically by charges, wherein situated. 

Question XX. resumed, and the characters of the superannuated 
preachers examined, and passed. U. S. Bird was made effective. 

Landy Wood called attention to the fact that during the year 
past no member of the Conference had died, and moved a service of 
thanksgiving in view thereof. Adopted, and the service imme- 
diately conducted by the Bishop. 

J. L. Jones, President of Columbia Female College, was intro- 
duced, and addressed the Conference. 

The Committee on Fraternity submitted the following : 

Whereas, the Commissioners of the M. E. Church, and of the M. E. 
Church, South, at their meeting at Cape May, N. J., in the month of 
August, did, in most excellent Christian spirit, and with entire unanimity, 
adopt a basis of fraternity alike honorable to both Churches ; therefore, 

Resolved , 1. That the South Carolina Conference hereby expresses her 
gratification at the happy result of a commission, for the appointment of 
which she formally made petition to the last General Conference, and 
accepting as entirely satisfactory the above named basis of adjustment, will 
endeavor to fulfil the conditions of the same, in the like Christian spirit, 
that led to its unanimous adoption. 

2. That this Conference has heard with deep sorrow of the death of the 
Rev. E. H. Myers, Chairman of the Commissioners, and hereby tender a 
sincere condolence to the family of our deceased and beloved brother 

A. M. SHIPP, Chairman. 




Bishop Kavenaugh addressed the Conference upon the subject 
covered by the report and resolutions, stating the fact that kindliest 
feelings towards our Church and people were entertained by the great 
body of our Northern brethren, and giving his experience in meet- 
ing with and enjoying pleasantest and most Christian communion 
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with many of them. Report and resolutions unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote. Notices were given, the doxology sung, and the 
Conference adjourned with the benediction. 



FOURTH DAY. 



Saturday, December 16, 1876, 

The Conference met at 10 A. M. Bishop Kavenaugh in the 
chair. 

Rev. J. B. McFerrin, D. D., Missionary Secretary, was intro- 
duced, and conducted the opening devotional exercises. 

The Minutes of the third day’s session read and approved. N. 
K. Melton and M. A. McKibben granted leave of absence. 

Question XIV. called, and Aaron J. Joy, a local Deacon, was 
elected to Elder’s orders. The Committee on Temperance submit- 
ted their report. Adopted. 

The Committee on the case of John Q. Stockman, reported the 
accused guilty of the charge made against him, and that he was 
thereupon duly expelled from the M. E. Church, South. 

The Committee on the Bible cause presented their report, which 
was amended and adopted. 

A Communication from F. M. Morgan, located in his absence by 
the last Conference, was received. The vote for location was recon- 
sidered, and the communication read. After discussion, on motion 
of H. J. Morgan, he was granted a location. 

Dr. McFerrin addressed the Conference. The Committee on the 
case of Simpson Jones presented the following : 

The Committee in the case of S. Jones, complained of for mal-adminis- 
tration of discipline, respectfully report that, after a full statement from L. 
M. Hamer, presenting the complaint, and from Simpson Jones, and then a 
careful consideration of the complaint, we consider that in the peculiar con- 
ditions of the case, Brother Jones acted as prudently as he could, and there- 
fore is not censurable ; and it is gratifying to add that between these 
brethren there still exists cordial Christian love. 

H. A. C. WALKER, Chairman. 

The Committee on the case of Rev. R. C. Oliver, presented the 
following, and asked to be discharged. 

The Committee of Inquiry in the case of Rev. R. C. Oliver, sub- 
mit the following report : 

The Committee met at the time appointed for investigating the case, and 
after waiting half an hour without the appearance of any accuser or bill of 
complaint, adjourned, directing the Chairman to report that they knew no 
reason vrlity the character of Rev. R. C. Oliver may not pass the Conference. 
The report was adopted and the Committee discharged. 

A. SHIPP, Chairman. 
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The character of R. C. Oliver was passed, and he was continued 
in the supernumerary relation. 

Simpson Jones passed, and his relation changed from superan- 
nuate to supernumerary. 

The Committee on Books and Periodicals submitted their report, 
which, after a brief address by the Bishop, was adopted. 

The Committee on Sunday-schools presented their report, which 
was amended so as to advise the formation of missionary societies 
in Sunday-schools, and then adopted. 

On motion, a certificate of election to Deacon’s orders was issued 
to F. S. Burdette, a local preacher, the original having been lost. 

Conference adjourned, that the legal body might hold its session. 

The Incorporated Conference was called to order by S. B. Jones, 
President. 

The Minutes of the last session were approved. 

The Managers’ and the Treasurer’s reports, respectively, were read 
and adopted. 

A donation of $1,117 from a lady in Charleston, through Rev. J. 
T. Wightman, D. D., was tendered, accepted, and the thanks of the 
Conference ordered to be transmitted to the donor. 

Bishop Kavenaugh announced the compromise of a claim by be- 
quest due the Conference. 

.On motion, the compromise was endorsed, and thanks tendered 
the Bishop for his judicious service in the same. The Treasurer was 
designated as special receiver, to whom the sum agreed upon in such 
compromise shall be paid when realized. 

The officers of last year were unanimously re-elected. 

The Class just admitted into the ecclesiastical were elected mem- 
bers of the incorporated Conference. 

Distribution of funds was made and the legal Conference ad- 
journed. 

The Ecclesiastical Conference resumed its session, the Bishop in 
the chair. 

Revs. W. D. Lee and W. S. Roan, of the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, were introduced. 

The Committee to procure a suitable historian of South Carolina 
Methodism, reported that they had selected and would nominate 
Rev. A. M. Shipp, D. D. Report adopted. 

The' usual notices were given, the doxology sung, and the Confer- 
ence adjourned, with the benediction.

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FIFTH DAY. 

Sunday, December 17, 1876. 

The services of the Sabbath were of interest in all the Churches. 
At the Methodist Church Bishop Kavenaugh preached to a large 
congregation, ordaining the Deacons at the close. 

A Sunday-school Mass Meeting was held in the Presbyterian 
Church in the afternoon. Addresses by Dr. J. T. Wightman and 
Dr. Plumer, of the Presbyterian Church. 

At night, in the Methodist Church, Dr. McFerrin preached, the 
Elders being ordained at the close. Dr. W. S. Plumer assisting in 
the “ laying on of hands ” and afterwards addressing, impres- 
sively, those just inducted into the Eldership.

1. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 



The Committee respectfully present the following Report : 

During no period in the educational history of our Conference have cir- 
cumstances been so unpropitious for the patronage and support of our insti- 
tutions of learning as the present year. With an unprecedented financial crisis, 
affecting all branches of business and classes of society, a burden of taxation 
under which all have struggled and groaned, a wild storm of political ex- 
citement sweeping over the whole country, it is not surprising that those 
who act as pilots in the tempestuous waters, should tremble for the safety of 
their charges. But under the Divine blessing, the port of safety has been 
reached without wreck, and if not as fully freighted, yet yielding as satis- 
factory returns. 

Our people have never been more alive to the importance of a religious 
education for their sons and daughters, and never have they shown more 
clearly their religious instincts in their liberal support, than amid the pres- 
ent poverty and political disability, and in the generous rivalry of the past 
year, it remains to be seen which section of the Church, in educational sup- 
port, shall be considered the Banner District of the Conference. 

To send out our children amidst the fearful responsibilities and temptations 
of life, with the usual accomplishments of educational training, without cor- 
responding religious advantages, is like turning loose upon society a 
demented giant. No! the balance wheel of religion in the moral machinery 
is necessary to the success of human life. Let others lead the youth of our 
country to Castillian founts and Arcadian groves. We would first bring 
them to the fountain opened in the House of David, to the sanctifying influ- 
ence of the Cross, and the mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost. We have no 
hope for society, but as its youth is regenerated by the grace of God. When 
thus consecrated, and accomplished with intellectual advantages, with an 
improved political condition, we may hope for an order of Christian civili- 
zation to which we have not yet attained. 

WOFFORD COLLEGE 

Is now in successful operation, its numbers fully justifying the expectation 
of its friends, being but a small fraction less than during its most prosperous 
years. The graduating class of the last Commencement was the largest since 
the war, and fully maintains in deportment and scholarship the highest 
reputation of the college. The conduct of the students generally is a beauti- 
ful comment upon its religious tone. The unremitting good health'of trustees, 
professors and students, is a reason for special thanksgiving. 

The Faculty is most harmoniously, and with industry, engaged in advanc- 
ing the grade of scholarship to the highest standard After the war, the 
preparation on the part of the applicants for admission was so inadequate as to 
necessitate the lowering the standard to meet the necessities of the hour, but 
now that the facility for preparation is within the reach of all, the Faculty, 
fully sustained by the trustees, have resolutely determined to elevate the 
scholarship, and have succeeded the past year to a gratifying degree, and it 
may be added, that the lately elected professors are illustrating the wisdom 
of the Board in calling them to their several positions a3 worthy associates 
of the older members of the Faculty. 

The Board of Trustees have lately had the satisfaction of securi ng the 
services of Mr. W. M. Baskerville, a graduate of Randolph, Macon College, 
who has just closed his educational course in Germany. Professor Basker- 
ville is a Southern gentleman, in vigorous, early manhood, and comes favora- 
bly and fully recommended. 
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Wofford, in her Faculty, combines youthful and manly vigor, wise experi- 
ence, age and thorough scholarship, and we are gratified in believing that the 
college was never better officered than now. The college is a high trust 
committed to the Methodists of South Carolina, and it becomes them by 
earnest prayer, vigorous effort, and a generous liberality, to place Wofford 
College in an independent position, when she can generously dispense her 
benefactions unstintedly. Already distinguished by her graduates, she may 
point to them, as the mother of the Gracchi did to her sons, exclaiming, 

“ These are my jewels !” Teaching the principal languages of ancient and 
modern times, Latin, Greek, French, German and English, she gracefully 
occupies her well-merited position abreast the most enterprising and 
advanced institutions of learning in our country. Your committee beg leave 
to offer the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved , That this Conference hears, with gratitude to God, of the 
prosperous condition of Wofford College. 

2. That we pledge ourselves to renewed effort in sustaining this part of 
the educational system of our Conference. 

3. That we request the trustees and Faculty to so arrange, that Professor 
W. W. Duncan, relieved as far as may be, from his duties as professor, may 
devote most or all of his time for the present, in the active work of securing 
for this institution a better financial condition. 

4. That we will welcome Professor Duncan to our various charges, and 
afford him every facility for placing the college on a more secure financial 
basis.

COLUMBIA FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The resignation of Dr. S. B. Jones having been accepted by the Board ot 
Trustees, Profe3sor J. L. J ones, of Covington, Ga., and late of Cokesbury, S. C., 
was elected to fill the vacancy, and entered upon his duties at the opening of 
the present term The college opened with a full Faculty and sixty pupils, 
and a full prospect of success. Such an opening is gratifying in view of the 
heavy financial pressure, the concentration of Federal soldiers at Columbia 
giving rise to exaggerated reports of anticipated bloodshed, together with 
the violent political excitement in every part of the State. 

The new features of Calisthenics, Kindergarten, and a preparatory de- 
partment, have been favorably received by the patrons of the College, and 
attract visitors frequently to witness their interesting exercises. Telegraphy 
will be introduced as soon as circumstances warrant. 

The committee would remind the Conference that the college is theirs, and 
the only College for females which they own, that they cannot afford to let 
it languish, and that personal effort in their various fields of labor would, 
without doubt, secure its triumphant success. 

The Board of Trustees ask for personal effort on the part of the preachers, 
in behalf of the College. The present debt is twelve thousand nine hundred 
dollars, all which can be liquidated in a few years by earnest effort and liberal 
patronage. Let them commend the College, urge the educational collection , 
and inform the President where persons are who may possibly be obtained 
as pupils, and there can be no question of final success. 

The Trustees fully endorse the administration of President Jones, and 
commend him to the people of the State as a safe executive officer, and a 
good instructor. They ask for one-half the annual educational apportion- 
ment. The immediate pressure is so great as to threaten the very existence 
of the College, and relief must be afforded by the Church. This enterprise 
is too important to Christianity and Methodism to suffer it to languish for

need of timely aid. The obligations of the Trustees to meet the interest on 
the bonds of the College is imperative, and this Conference should arrange 
her plans accordingly. 

At a late meeting of the Trustees, Professor W. D. Kirkland presented 
his resignation, which was accepted reluctantly by the Board, and the fol- 
lowing resolution adopted: 

Resolved , That this Board accept the resignation of Professor W. D. Kirk- 
land with regret, especially in losing his valuable services to the Institution. 

The Committee nominated the following Board of Trustees for the ensuing 
year : Rev. J. T. Wightman, Rev. J. M. Carlisle, Rev. A. J. Stokes, Rev. 
A. Coke Smith, Rev. T. G. Herbert, Rev. C. H. Pritchard, Rev. A. J. Cauthen. 
Laymen : J. C. Dial, J. P. Southern, R. D. Senn, .T. P. Kinard, W. H. Har- 
den, H. S. Wright. 

COKESBURY CONFERENCE SCHOOL. 

Mr. J. L. Jones, the Rector, resigned in July last, to accept the Presidency 
of Columbia Female College, when Mr. F. A. Connor, of Cokesburv, was 
elected Rector, and Mr. George Hodges, Professor. 

The exchange of property, as proposed by the Board of Trustees last year, has 
been accomplished, according to the conditions suggested by the Conference, 
and the School is now in possession of a handsome and commodious building. 

A small debt has been incurred, on account of necessary repairs to the 
roof of the building, damaged by a storm. This amount has been apportioned 
by the District Conference to the various charges of the Cokesbury District, 
and we hope the debt will soon be lightened. 

The success of the School, according to the statement of the Rector, is 
more encouraging now than for several years past. 

The Rector, Mr. F. A. Connor, is a man of ability and large experience, 
and favorably known as an instructor of youth throughout the State. 

Mr. George Hodges is a graduate of Wofford College, and is in every way 
deserving of the confidence of the people. 

The Committee recommend the amount of four thousand dollars, as the 
Educational apportionment for the next year, to be divided equally between 
Wofford College and Columbia Female College. 

The presiding Bishop is respectfully requested to appoint to the Institution 
of learning the members of this body now connected with them. Dr. A. M. 
Shipp to Vanderbilt University, and Rev. Sam’l Lander to Williamston 
Female College. 

The Committee recommend that a correspondence be opened by Sam’l A. 
Weber, with Dr. Young, of Nashville, in view of transferring the Mexican 
youth at Wofford, to Vanderbilt University, so as to relieve this Conference 
of the collection.

II —REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

From the exhibit of Rev. A. H. Redford, Agent, we are gratified to be 
able to report our Publishing House in running order, notwithstanding the 
stringency of the times. The assets exceed the liabilities $315,871.71. This 
includes buildings, internal fixtures, machinery, book accounts, etc. 

It is necessary, in the judgment of your Committee, in order to the future 
and permanent success of this enterprise, that there should be a united and 
universal effort on the part of our people, both lay and clerical. 
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The people must and will have books. If we fail to meet their demands, 
they will, nevertheless, be met in a way detrimental, both to ourselves as a 
Church, and to our common Christianity. It is feared that we are becoming 
too remiss in the work of selling and circulating our books. Resolutions on 
paper is not the remedy, but, like in all other grand enterprises, action — 
action is requisite. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate is our central organ, and occupies a high 
position as a Church paper, and is on a very successful career. Although 
published at reduced rates, it has done better, financially, the last year, than 
for several previous years. We recommend it to our people. 

Not, however, to the neglect of our own Conference organ, the Southern 
Christian Advocate — a first-class paper, “ newly dressed,” and efficiently 
edited by Rev. F. M. Kennedy, D. D., of this Conference, and having Rev. 
A. G. Hagood, D. D., as editorial correspondent. It ought and must, if 
possible, be put in every Methodist family within the bounds of this Con- 
ference. 

Our Sunday-school periodicals and books are good and popular, under the 
supervisement of Dr. Cunningham. We should use, if possible, our Sun- 
day-school literature, and thus teach in the schools what we preach in the 
pulpits. 

The Southern Review, edited by Dr. Bledsoe, is in every way worthy of our 
confidence and patronage, and should have an extensive circulation. 

Our books and periodicals are all placed on a cash basis, which is the only 
safe way of business in these troublous times. 

Your Committee recommend Rev. S. B. Jones, D. D., as the representative 
of this Conference on the Publishing Committee of the Southern Christian 
Advocate, published at Macon, Georgia.

III.— REPORT OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday-school unquestionably holds a place in the front rank of 
religious’ enterprises of the present day. Among all branches of the Church 
it is regarded with favor, and is exerting a constantly increasing influence 
in shaping the characters and destiny of the young. In the United States 
alone it is estimated that more than 5,000,000 scholars, under the direction 
of 700,000 teachers, meet every week to study the word of God. 

What is the significance of this great movement ? What the duties and 
responsibilities which it devolves upon the Church ? Evidently she must 
keep abreast of the wave, and judiciously employ the forces thus providen- 
tially offered to her service. If she does this, we are convinced she will find 
the Sunday-school a powerful auxiliary in the accomplishment of her work, 
but if she prove recreant to her trust, the generations to come must reap the 
bitter fruits of her failure. 

The Sunday-school, at least in its modern form, can claim no divine insti- 
tution ; it is merely a prudential arrangement which the Church, with gen- 
eral consent, has adopted to meet the requirements of the times. It is a 
practical recognition of the teaching function of the Church, and a plan for 
the exercise of that function to the best advantage. Let the school then be 
claimed and controlled by the proper authorities of the Church. Such is 
the present impulse of the movement, that it probably would not stop if the 
Church were to cease her exertions ; but this she must not do. The school 
must be vitalized by pious influence ; it must be a faithful exponent of the 
best religious forces that can be brought to bear upon the community in 
which it is established. When thus constituted we believe the Sunday-school 
to be a most efficient agent for good, inviting the activities, and claiming the 
co-operation of every member of the Church. It must then be the duty, as 
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well as the privilege of every member of the Church, to be identified in 
some way with this work. The Church now holds a large amount of talent 
in comparative inactivity — has many members, male and female, not now 
enlisted in its work, who are richly endowed with the qualifications necessary 
to win the affections of the young, and lead them to the cross. If these 
forces were utilized, what gracious results might be expected to follow ! 
Then the door would be fully opened to the evangelist — then, indeed, would 
our people be prepared for the coming of the Lord. Let us not be content 
till these high results are attained, till every Church and family becomes an 
active centre of saving influence, and the blessing of religious instruction 
aud training is offered to all our people, even the humblest. 

The Board recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved 1. That our preachers avail themselves of all suitable opportuni- 
ties to preach or lecture on the subject of Sunday-schools and religious 
instruction, urging all our people to connect themselves either as teachers or 
learners with the school. 

2. That wherever judged at all practicable, Sunday-school Conventions 
for each pastoral charge, or for two or more charges united, be held during 
the coming year. 

3. That besides its own school, every Church should endeavor to establish 
Mission schools in its neighborhood, if the necessity for them exists. 

4. That Sunday-school Missionary sections be established in every place 
where it can be effected, that the children be educated to give to the Mis- 
sionary cause. 

5 That our Sunday-schools be urged to give greater attention to the cate- 
chetical instruction of the children in the history, doctrines, and polity of 
our Church. 

6- That we approve of the Sunday-school publications our Church issued 
from Nashville, and recommend their introduction, as far as possible, into 
all our schools and families. J. M- CARLISLE, President. 



IV.— REPORT ON BIBLE CAUSE.

The subject referred to us has been considered. The Bible cause is the 
cause of God, and should be to all men. We would like to have a copy of 
the Holy Scriptures put into every house, and have all the people familiar 
with its teachings. We accept the Bible as the rule of our faith and prac- 
tice, believing it “ contains all things necessary to salvation ; and whatsoever 
is not found therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be required of any 
man that it should be believed as an article of faith, or thought requisite to 
salvation.” 

We miss Rev. E. A. Bolles, former District Superintendent of the American 
Bible Society, whose annual visits did so much to stimulate us in spreading 
the Scriptures ; but we rejoice to know that the Society he represented still 
lives to distribute the bread of life to the hungry souls of men. 

Resolved , That in our intercourse with the people, we will make diligent 
inquiry after the Bible, and exert ourselves to supply any who may be 
destitute of it. JOHN W. McROY, Chairman. 



V.— REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of Temperance, beg 
leave to report that they have had the same under serious prayerful con- 
sideration. We propose to consider briefly the true relation of the Church 
of Christ to the great reformatory movement, known by the title of the 
“ Temperance Cause.” Language has been exhausted in depicting the evils 
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arising from the immoderate use of intoxicating drinks ; and yet the half 
has not been told. 

Drunkenness is as clearly prohibited by the word of God as murder, 
adultery or theft. Moderate drinking, however, the sure and certain foun- 
tain from which flow the darker streams of degradation, ruin, and death, is 
not so generally condemned by even the respectable and Christian part of 
the community. Temperance as a Christian virtue, and total abstinence 
from all that intoxicates, becomes, in view of Apostolic example, a pressing 
necessity on the whole Christian world. The failure of the Church to meet 
her obligations in this respect, has given rise to the existence of organiza- 
tions outside of the pale for the suppression of this great evil. 

Religion, pure and undefiled, is bound to engage in the extirpation of all 
moral evil. It is her great mission from heaven. 

This she does by the implantation of a new and spiritual life ; a life which 
embraces the love of God and our neighbor. 

This life furnished us at once with the highest motives for personal self- 
denial, and the most active and combined efforts to save the drunkard from 
a miserable life, and a still more miserable and hopeless death. 

“If eating meat (offered in sacrifice to an idol) make my brother to offend, 
I will eat no meat while the world standeth ” Here is a motive for self- 
denial, high as heaven, comprehensive as our race, and as far reaching as 
eternity. 

This is a true principle on which the genuine Christian bases his co-ope- 
ration with others outside of the Church for the suppression of the great 
evil of intemperance. In view, then, of the misery and wretchedness grow- 
ing out of the use of intoxicating drinks, can we as men, patriots and Chris- 
tians, hesitate to lend our most earnest aid to all lawful measures for its 
suppression and extinction. 

Resolved 1. That we, as a Conference, are as much as ever impressed with 
a sense of the great evils of intemperance. 

2. That we will lend our hearty support to all lawful efforts for its sup- 
pression. SAMUEL LEARD, Chairman.

The following are the Missions which have been served the past year, 
with a statistical statement of the results of the operations of the year : 

St. Paul’s Mission was served by George Smith. There are 152 white 
members, 7 infants baptized ; 3 Sunday-schools, 12 officers and teachers, and 
52 pupils. The Mission has 6 churches, valued at $500. 

Okeetie Mission was served by E. B. Loyless. There are 42 white mem- 
bers. We have one church, valued at $500. 

Hardeeville Mission was served by J. R. Coburn. There are 17 white 
members, 7 infants have been baptized. The Mission has two churches and 

1 parsonage. Value of church property, $1,000. Collected for ministerial 
support, $55 ; for missions, $10 90. 

Upper Edisto Mission. No statistical report has been received from the 
missionary 

Aiken Mission was served by S. H. Browne. The membership of the 
Mission consists of 1 local preacher 29 whites and 1 colored; 1 adult and 

2 children have been baptized ; 1 Sunday-school, 4 officers and teachers, 
37 pupils, 1 church valued at $8,000; collected for pastor, $176 69; for P. 
E-, $5; Conference collection, $2.25; domestic mission, $1 ; foreign mis- 
sions, $1; education, $1; for Bishop, $1 ; Sunday-school, $17.50 ; building 
and repairing churches, $30.60. 

Graniteville and Langley Mission was served by H. A. C. Walker. There 
are 219 members ; 5 adults have been baptized. There is a Sunday-school, 
with 14 officers and teachers and 85 pupils. The Mission has 1 church and 
1 parsonage, valued together at $2,850. The following collections have been 
made the past year : for pastor, $436.75 ; for P- E. , $10 ; for domestic missions, 
16.25; for foreign missions, $1,625 ; for Sunday-schools, $38 20. 

Greenville City and Marietta Mission was served by J. E. Penny. Thirty 
white members are reported ; $42 was collected for pastor. 

Pickens Mission was served by T. P. Phillips. There are 220 white mem- 
bers and 2 colored ; 1 local preacher ; 9 infants and 18 adults baptized ; 3 
Sunday-schools, with 18 officers and teachers, and 120 pupils ; 5 churches, 
valued at $565 ; collected for ministerial support, $91.50 ; Conference collec- 
tion, $3 ; missions, $4 ; educating candidate for ministry, $1 ; church build- 
ing and repairing, $25. 

Cheohee Mission was served by Felix Harten. There are 215 white mem- 
bers and 1 local preacher ; 5 infants and 4 adults have been baptized ; 2 
Sunday-schools, 6 officers and teachers, and 40 pupils ; value of churcli 
property $400 ; collected for ministerial support, $83 15 ; Conference collec- 
tion, $5 ; domestic missions, $3 ; foreign missions, $2.60 Sunday-schools, 
$3 ; church building and repairing, $125. 

Of the above the Greenville City and Marietta Mission was discontinued. 
Oketie and Hardeeville Missions were united under the name of Hardeeville 
Circuit and Mission 

Besides the above, the following pastoral charges, to wit, Cainhoy Circuit 
and Mission, Ellenton Circuit and Mission, Blackstocks Circuit and Mission,

HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

Constitution . 



^ Article I. This Association shall be denominated “The Historical 
Society of the South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South.” 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve in- 
formation in connection with the rise and progress of Methodism within the 
bounds of the South Carolina Conference and elsewhere, likewise objects of 
curiosity and interest, in the form of manuscripts, books, pamphlets, medals, 
portraits, etc., and anything that may shed light upon this interesting subject 

Art. III. The property of this Association shall be deposited at Wofford 
College, and each article numbered and labelled legibly with the name of 
the Association, the name of the donor, and date at which it was presented, 
the number, etc., to correspond with a like entry upon a registry kept for 
that purpose. 

Art. IV . All the property of this Association shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the members of this Society and others, under such restrictions and 
regulations as may be adopted by the Board of Curators, and in no case shall 
any article of any kind be removed from the Museum or Depository, which 
Depository shall contain, under the same restrictions and regulations, for the 
benefit of the members, a Library, as rapidly formed as circumstances may 
admit. 

Art. V. The interests of this Society shall be under the supervision of a 
President, three Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a Recording and Correspond- 
ing Secretary, three Curators, and a Board of nine members ; the said officers 
to be elected annually, and continue in office until their successors be ap- 
pointed. 

Art. VI. The officers and managers shall meet annually at the seat of the 
Conference session. Five shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, the Curators being ex-officio members of the Board. The Society 
shall meet annually during the Conference session, for the purpose of hearing 
a lecture, electing officers, and attending to any other necessary business. 
The times and places of the meeting of the Board and Society shall be made 
known by the President of the Association. 

Art. VII. An initiation fee of fifty cents, and an annual contribution of 
fifty cents, shall constitute a member for one year ; ten dollars a life member, 
and donations of value shall constitute the donor an honorary member. 

Art. VIII. The Board of Managers shall have charge of the interests of 
the Society, and the Curators during the interval of meeting of said Board ; 
the remaining officers shall perform the duties usually appertaining to such 
officers. 

Art. IX. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual 
meeting of the Society by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; pro- 
vided, such alterations have been previously approved by the Board of 
Managers. 
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Dr. J. T. Wightman lectured before the Society at Chester. Rev- A. M. 
Chrietzberg elected as Lecturer for next meeting.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

Be it enacted by the Honorable the Senate and HoiLse of Representatives , now 
met and sitting in General Assembly, and by the authority of the same, That W. 
M. Wightman, W T hitefoord Smith, H. A. C. Walker, J. H. Wheeler, J. 
Stacy, N. Talley, C. Betts, W. Martin, S. W. Capers, W. A. Gamewell, R. 
J. Boyd and D. Derrick, with such others as they may associate with them- 
selves, and their successors, be, and they are hereby declared to be, a body 
corporate, in deed and in law, by the name of the South Carolina Annual 
Conference, and by the said na me shall have perpetual succession of officers 
and members, and a common seal, with power to purchase, have, hold, re- 
ceive, and enjoy, in perpetuity, or for any term of years, any estate, lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments, not exceeding $20,000 in net annual pro- 
duce, of what kind soever, and to sell, alien, remise, and change the same, 
or any part thereof, as it shall think proper ; and by its said name to sue 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, in any 
Court of Law or Equity in this State ; and to make such rules and by-laws, 
(not repugnant to the law of the land,) for the regulation, benefit, and ad- 
vantage of the said Corporation ; and the same to change and alter, as shall 
from time to time be agreed upon by a majority of the members of said 
Corporation. 

The said Corporation may take and hold to itself and its successors for- 
ever, any gifts, or devises, or bequests, or lands, personal and real estate, 
and choses in action, and may appropriate the same for the benefit of the 
said Corporation, in such manner as may be determined by a majority of the 
members thereof ; and the said Corporation may become Trustee for any 
religious or charitable use. 

The said Corporation shall, with the consent of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the unincorporated body, now known as the “South Carolina Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” be vested with all the 
rights and property belonging to the unincorporated body, heretofore known 
in South Carolina as the “ South Carolina Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church,” and the said Corporation is hereby empowered to 
elect or appoint any one or more officers, and the same to change at pleasure, 
who shall have full authority to receive from any person the possession of 
any property or moneys belonging to either of the said incorporated bodies ; 
or in which they or either of them have any use, right or claim ; and the 
same to sue for and recover, and the release of the said officer or officers 
of the Corporation shall be a full and sufficient discharge to any person 
paying over or delivering up any such sum of money or property. 
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That this Act shall be deemed and taken as a Public Act in all the Courts 
of Justice, and elsewhere, in this State, and shall be given in evidence 
without special pleading.

BY-LAWS OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

I. The Corporation shall meet annually at the place of holding the session 
of the unincorporated body, known as the South Carolina Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and during the session of that body, at 
such time as shall be designated by the President, or in his absence, one of 
the Vice-Presidents. 

II. The members of the unincorporated body, known as the South Caro- 
lina Conference, now in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, shall be eligible to membership in this body, by a majority of the 
votes of this corporation. Provided, That whenever any such minister shall 
locate, or be transferred to another Annual Conference, or in any way cease 
to be a member of the unincorporated Conference, his membership in this 
Corporation shall terminate. Five laymen may also, by a majority of votes, 
be elected members of this Corporation, to serve as managers, but their mem- 
bership shall terminate whenever they fail to be elected on the Board of 
Managers. From among these five laymen to be so elected, one shall be the 
Treasurer of this Conference. 

III. At the death of any clerical member, his widow and children shall be 
allowed such appropriation from the funds of this Corporation, from time 
to time, as shall be declared by the Board of Managers, and approved by 
this body. 

IV. The officers of this Conference shall be a President, four Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, and also a Board of Managers, consisting 
of the officers above named, and the laymen, who shall have been elected 
members of the Corporation. These officers shall be elected at each annual 
meeting of the body, by a majority of the votes of the members present, 
(except the Treasurer, for whose election provision is hereinafter made.) 
Provided , That in the event of an annual meeting not being held, or no 
election of officers taking place, then the officers last elected shall serve 
until the next election. 

V. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of this 
Corporation, and to call meetings of the Board of Managers, whenever, in 
his judgment, they are necessary. He shall be ex-officio President of the 
Board of Managers. 

VI. The Vice-Presidents shall also be ex-officio members of the Board of 
Managers. In the absence, or in case of the death or removal from the 
Conference of the President, the first Vice-President shall take his place, and 
fulfill all the duties of the President. In his absence the second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall take the place. 

VII. The Secretary shall attend all meetings of this Board, and of the 
Board of Managers, of which he shall be also ex-officio member, and shall 
keep a journal of all the proceedings, both of the Conference, and of the 
Board, to be signed by the President, and countersigned by himself. 

VIII. The Treasurer of this Conference shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers, from among the lay members of this Corporation. Before enter- 
ing upon the discharge of his duties, he shall give security in the sum of 
$10,000 (ten thousand dollars), to be approved by the Board of Managers. 






It shall be his duty to take charge of all the funds and securities belonging 
to this Corporation, and to hold the same for its use. He shall invest no 
money, except under direction of the Board of Managers. He shall be 
authorised to receive all income, dividends or interest, accruing to this Cor- 
poration, and to give proper releases for the same. He shall be allowed a 
commission of three and a half per cent, on all moneys received, and two 
and a half per cent, on all moneys expended by him ; but this commission 
is only intended to apply to the income, dividends and interests accruing 
upon the capital. He shall make an annual report to this Corporation of all 
its financial interests. The Board of Managers may at any time require of 
him an exhibit of the finances of the Conference. 

IX. The Board of Managers shall meet at the call of the President, seven 
of whom shall constitute a quorum. They Bhall be authorized to manage 
and conduct all the financial concerns of the Corporation, and to give direc- 
tion for the receipt, disbursing and investment of all its funds, to appoint 
proper agents for the receipt or recovery of any funds or property to which 
it may become entitled, and to execute, by the President, or any other agent 
or officer whom they may appoint, any deeds or instruments of writing, 
which may become necessary in the conduct of the business of the Corpo- 
ration. 

X. The Board of Managers shall recommend, from year to year, such 
appropriations from the net annual income of the Conference, for charitable 
purposes, as they shall deem most advisable, in conformity with the original 
intention of the various institutions or trusts for which this Corporation 
shall be made the Trustee, but such recommendations shall be submitted to 
the Corporation, who shall approve, alter, or reject them. Provided, never- 
theless, that no appropriation shall be made, either by the recommendation 
of the Board, or the action of the Conferenee, which will diminish its capital. 

XI. These By-Laws shall not be altered or amended, except at the annual 
meeting of this Corporation, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present.

In giving the General Recapitulation for 1875, Dr. Summers says : 

“ We have had no little trouble in procuring returns from the Annual Con- 
ferences to make up the General Minutes. We have taken great pains to 
secure correctness — writing letters to procure statistics — adding up, correct- 
ing, and verifying all the figures, so that they may be depended upon as far 
as the returns are trustworthy. We are sorry to say that some of the reports 
are imperfect, e. g., those of baptisms, especially of infants ; we hope our 
pastors will pay more attention to this subject, and report not only all they 
baptize themselves, but all who are baptized by others within the bounds of 
their respective pastoral charges. There were moneys contributed to the 
cause of Missions which passed into the treasury besides what went through 
the Annual Conferences, which are not reported in the General Minutes. We 
must put forth greater efforts in the cause of Missions. The delay in issuing 
the Minutes has been beyond the editor’s control. We hope all our friends — 
especially all our ministers — will procure copies of this highly suggestive 
Annual. We thank God, most devoutly, for the gratifying increase in our 
ranks.

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Five years, as seen above, are lost, caused by the interruptions of the civil 
war. The heavy decrease in the colored membership is owing to their trans- 
fer mostly to Churches under the government of their own race.

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II.— STATISTICAL. 



THE GENERAL MINUTES OF THE M, E. CHURCH, SOUTH, FOR 1875. 

Few are aware of the painstaking and labor of Dr. Sumniers, in preparing 
the annual statistics of our Church. We are indebted to him for the knowl- 
edge of the gratifying increase of last year. Increase in traveling preachers, 
47; local, 106; members, 18,506; Sunday-schools, 379 ; officers and teachers, 
972; scholars, 18,125 ; Conference collections, $31.98 ; Missionary collec- 
tions, $18,174.85. 

Thus the year 1875 has not been barren in results, although the average 
pavments per member for missions and Conference collections should hardly 
satisfy so great a Church. A little over sixteen cents for missions, and half 
as much (eight cents) for the superannuated preachers, widows and orphans, 
is certainly nothing to boast of. To bring this out clearly, we give the rank 
of the various tribes of our Israel in two particulars : first, as to the actual 
amount paid ; and secondly, as to the average per member. In the first, 
good old Virginia outranks by some thousands all the rest, but in the second, 
the little German Mission Conference leads the field. When the figures are 
the same in the second column, the precedency is given to the Conference 
having the largest fractions.
